People must prefer grilled to 
fried meats, Otherwise there 
would not be all those steak 
houses. F 

Why is this method of cooking 
so popular in a restaurant and 
so unpopular at home? Every 
cooker in the land has a grill 
and I would not hazard o guess 
os to the percentage of people 
who use the grill for toast only. 


Understand it! 


IME and again, IT receive 

letters (mainly from men) 
cormploining that meat cannot 
be satisfactorily grilled on a 
domestic cooker. 

All of them are wrong. They 
simply do not understand their 
grill, F 

What beats me about grill 
neglect is that women have in 
thelr. hands the quickest, most 
satisfactory and least trouble- 
making way of cooking beef, 
lamb and pork, even though thls 
calls for the most tender and, 
therefore, most expensive cuts, 

With fish It is different. The 
cheupest fish grill as perfectly 
us the most expensive ones. 1 

n told thot the utensil which 
is responsible for this neglect Is 
the fryiny-pan—the menace to 
digestion. 


Always hot 


URING the ‘hours of service, 
the grill In u restaurant, cs- 
pecially o steak and chop house, 
is atways full on—that is, at its 
hottest, And that Is the scerct. 
The grill must ‘bs really hot. 

Set it at its highest at Icast 
ten minutes before you need it; 
fifteen minutes would be better. 

Cold meat retards grilling. 
Never leave tt in the refrigera- 
tor untit the fast minute, but 
take it out more than an hour 
in advance so that, when it is 
to be grilled, it will be at room 
temperature. 

Dip both sides of the steaks or 
chops in melted butter or vegeta- 
ble oll, but never in a marinat- 
ing mixture containing vinegar. 

Another thing: Do not salt the 
meat until both sides have been 
Drowned because salt, also, 
brings out molsture, 

« In. each ease this moisture 
vould have to be dricd off, 
whlle the meat js becoming greys, 
instead of brown. 


Not a fork 
ELL, then, pice the meat 
on the grid in tho grill pan 
and get it as mear ag possible to 
the red-hot grill. 

When one side is really brown, 
turn the steake—rnot with a forlkc 
which would punctura them and 
release their julces—but with 
wire tongs, which cost so very. 
ttle. 

Brown the other side. On no 
account ‘reduce tho beat ot this 
point, even if your cookery book 
tells you to-do #0, because you 
will not. wegain enough top heat 
to dnizh that job. : 

When oth side are. really 
brown, you san reduce the heat 
to as low @ Polnt-os you wich 
and uge your awn-judgment os 
to the degree. of “ " you 


quarters and one inch thick, TI 
prefer them even thicker. ' 

Thin entrecote and “minute 
steaks and thin chops are less 
successtully grilled. For them, 
T have what Is called.a "Two-in- 
one” griddle, a “Dandy” product, 
This is a double-sided heavy 
cast aluminium utensil, one side 
ribbed and the ather side flat. - 


Cooked through 


OR thin steaks, chops, bacon, 
hamburgers, liver and so 
on, I rub the ribbed side of the 
friddle with a little fat and 
place the mest on it. It must 
be very hot to seal both sides. 
By the time the meat is turned, 
It is cooked through. 

The fiat side of this griddle is 
for drop scones, pancakes, ¢ggs, 
and so on. . 

Grilled fish, from the so-called 
“humble” cod steale to the mere 
lordly salmon, is infinitely better 
flavoured when grilled than 
when fried or poached or cuok- 
ed in any other way. But never 
turn fish steaks. 

By the time the first side Is 
browned, the fish is cooked 
through. Never use the grid. 

Even a thick fish steak Js 
better cocked on one side only. 
In this case, after it has been 
browned, reduce the heat to 
finish off the cooking. When 
the centre bone Is eastly — re- 
moved, the fish is cooked. Much 
easier to decide than with meat. 

If I could persuade every 
young cook to use her grill at 
every opportunity, [ would have 
achieved something well worih 
while,
